5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for allowance is the inclusion of the following limitations in each independent 
claim associated with a gateway component for managing pervasive devices and 
instantiated during synchronization of a workstation with a pervasive device: 
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"means for receiving a file form a management server including the address of a 
specific pervasive device and one or more commands;
